original invstlgatlon Into the election law. 
of the dlffwsnt states, pre*entlug the lead 
ing features of those laws In a form con- 
venient for reference and comparison. In 
the performance of this service it has hal 
tbe ssMstanre of state officials and private 
citix-n* in every state but three, and the 
requisite data for those three have been ob- 
tamed from their latest statutes. The aim 
has been so far as poselhle to give the pre 
ent requirement* of the law,, and It is be- 
lieved that success has attended the effort 
in this direction. 

Nino ktates have no registration law.. 
These are Arkansas. Delaware. Georgia, In. 
diana, Kentucky, Ohio. Oregon, Texas, ami 
West Virginia. In all the stat.sex.-epi 
Kentucky voting is by ballot There it J- 
▼iva voce, the voter appearing at the polling 
place and announcing orally the per.nii. or 
propositions in favor of which ha sHabas to 
express his preference. This was formerly 
quite a common method of voting but, 
though it still has many advocates through- 
out the oouutry. || entucky. it appears is th« 
only one. 

The column giving the dates of the regis- 
tration act shows that New Ham |t shire had 
such an act as long ago a* 184a Nevada ap- 
pears to come next, with a law enacted m 

1804, and Illinois next, with one en- 
acted in 18U5, Most of these laws in 
their present form have been enacted 
since 1870. It does not follow, however, 
that none of the states had laws of this kind 
before the dates given In the table, since, as 
above stated, the aim has been to give, not 
the origin, but the present state of the regis- 
tration laws. 

In eighteen of the states that have regis- 
tration law., registration Is required in all 
voting precinct* or town*. Those requiring 
registration only In t.wns or cities having a 
certain population or more, with the num 
ber of Inhabitants rendering registration 
necessary, are as follow.: Iowa, (1,000; 
Kansas 15,000; Maine, 1,000; Minnesota, 
ia.000! Misiourl. 35,000; Nebraska, 25,000; 
New Jer«iy, 10,000; Tennessee, 10,000; Wi- 
cousln, 1,500.

In nineteen of the states having laws of 
this kind registration is indispensable. In 
two others, Alabama an I North Carolina. It 
is practically so. but in Alabama one may 
register on election day, except in towns of 
over 5,000 inhabitants, and In N rth Caro- 
lina if a voter becomes of age on election 
day be may vote without being registers .. 
In Florida registration is practically indis- 
pensable, but there are exceptional case-. 
In Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, Nobra.ki. 
Pennsylvania and Wisconsin votes may be 
B.vorn in in cases where the voter is nol 
istered. 

Certificates of registration are Issued in 
four states— namely, Kansas, Rhode Islau I, 
South Carolina, and Tennessee. In Ala- 
bama certificates are issued only In oases 
of registration on election day. In Lo 
ana certificate, are issued in the city of Ni» 
Orleans, but not elsewuere. It d ws n , 
pear however, that voters are calle 1 uptiu 
to exhibit cerUllcatos, except in aoubltui 
cases.

Gardeners- Work and \ 

(Quarterly Review.) 
Of late years much attention has bean 
given to the growth of tea and coffee In 
India. The soil and climate in many parte 
have been found very favorable In their 
production. During years of residence in 
" naon we hal tea 



■ all a 



led the way i 
trained in their 
manufacture tea, 
vin ce, and under their management tea of 
excellent quality wae producd. The 
government gradually retire I an 1 lof the 
field oi*m to private enterprise. Many 
plantations are now in ths proviu », a few 
belonging to individuals, but the greater 
number to companies, orginated and sus- 
tained mainly by European capital. 

Tho management of some of the large-t 
plantation* ha* been Intrusted to experi- 
enced Hootch gardeners, who have soon 
made themselves acquainted with the pro- 
cess of tea-growing and tea-making, and 
have dispensed with the services of the 
Chinamen, most of whom bavp returned to 
tnair own country. The entire work is now 
done by natives of the provinoe under Euro- 
pean direction. Most of the gardens are 
laid out on tract* of mountain and forest 
which had been the property of the govern- 
ment, and the land has consequently been 
acquired with an ease which would not have 
been practicable had it belonged to natives, 
who in such matters are manoeuvring to a 
degree which few Europeans on follow and 
haggling to an extent tbe most patient can 



Of the many thousands of pounds laid out 
on these plantations a large portion has 
gone to th* workmen in the shape of wage*. 
We have often seen the people in the fields 
and in the factory, and we do not remem- 
ber to have s*en them once subjected to the 
whip or tlie stocks. They are well looked 
after to prevent them from shirking work 
and from stealing tea, but we have ob. 
served no instance of cruel treatment In 
fact they know well that If cruelly or un- 
justly treated they have only to go to tho 
authorities to obtain a patient bearing. 
The sick are supplied with medicine. 

We have occasionally approached a tea 
plantation on a Saturday afternoon, and 
we have seen them trooping away merrily 
to their homes-whlch, we were told. Were 
nil", distant- with their week's wages tc, 
■pend the Sunday with their families and 
return on Sunday night to tbe plantation to 
resume work on Monday morning. Among 
tea plantations there is no doubt the divers- 
ity which is found in every elaat, but If we 
can judge from what w* have seen— and we 
have *een much-of their relation to their 
workmen, we can say the relation Is as 
pleasant a. can well be found between em- 
ployers and employed.

Adultery was charged in 24, gross neglect 
in 91, willful absence in 50, extreme 
cruelty in 22, bigamy in 2 and drunken- 
ness in 28. There were 7 petitions dis- 
missed and 96 decrees granted.

As 
Campbell only made the insignificant 
sum of $300,000 out of "My Partner," it is 
high time he was putting on a grave and 
serious appearance, " Pasquita's" fail- 
ure, you know, might throw him on the 
" cold charities of the world," ere long.

after a seven years' course. The Junker 
schools provide the body of officer-. The 
course lasts for two years, and only those 
i-adeU wh < obtain a certain figure of merit 
are appointed to commiaslona The cadets, in 
addition to theoretical instruction, h ive a 
most practical course of study in sketching 
and outpost duty; they also go into camp 
tor four months In the year, and take part 
In all drills and exercises. Batteries, squad- 
rons, and battailous are formed, all manned 
by cadets. These sohools are in the differ- 
ent military districts and under the staff of 
those districts, and the instructors are 
taken from the best offlcors in the district

There are about six bouses which g-o back to 
the clo»e of the seventeenth century, and 
none of them have anything antique to the 
eye. 

When you enter the museum, however, 
you have a genuine fea-t, though not a very 
long one, of old English antiquities. This 
building makes a good Impre-sion; originally 
put up in lif-H. a rich Baltlmorean 
name I Stlckney, who had been born in Boe- 
ton, gave «15,000 to have It made ovur fire- 
proof. The building is now a sort of dorio 
temple, with sis columns in front and steps 
its entire width; and in the pediment above 
is an effective wood engraving sanded and 
colored gray -like stone, showing a man 
stepping out of a boat, and being received 
by an Indian, while another person in the 
boat holds the oars, To the right of the door 
is the ortloe where you pay 25 cento and re- 
cord your name. This room and a similar 
one opposite the main hall within are filed 
with furniture and other curiosities, and 
down stairs are many others. 

The portraits of the old PrUgrim ohaps 
and their successors down to the Revolu- 
tion are quite Interesting. Nearly all the 
pictures and engravings concerning the Pil- 
grims have been framed, from Burnett and 
Lucy down to Bouton. You ««e toe olock 
of John Hanoook, made In 1700; the royal 
arms in the old oourt bou-e which had a 
banishment to Nova Scotia during tbs 
Revolution; pictures of Plymouth In 
1827; a commission by Cromwell to 
Edward Window of 1654, with Crom- 
well's autograph stolen from it; 
John Trumbull's likeness, by him; 
Dr. Thatcher's portrait, of the R- volution, 
a man who wrote an interesting book; pict- 
ures of several of the Wlntlow-, one of them 
an original emigrant, who was buried A 
sea in 1665; an original picture of Daniel 
Webster; many of the earliest books used by 
the Pilgrims, one published by them In 
Leyden in 1618, before they sailed, culled a 
Confutation of Rnemiets, translations, 
glosses and annotations of the New Testa- 
ment This Is a great curiosity. 

Notable among the curiosities Is the patent 
issued by the president and council for New 
England in lttai. It Is said to be the oldest 
state paper in the United Elates, and was 
brought out here by a vessel called the Good 
Fortune the year after the Pilgrim* arrived. 
There are also pictures of the houses in Eng- 
land where the Brad ford family came fronv 
There is an engraving of a cradle brought 
out in lfiai. You see a fragment of a Rose 
Stand ish's quilt, embroidery work of 
Mile* Standish's daughter, brio* and 



houwi. Standish's old pewter platter, 
iron pot and sword; this sword has 
not the original hilt upon it; the blade 
has on it figures of the sun, moon and 
stars. This sword is said to have been of 
Persian manufacture and the figures on it 
of Persian mythology. You see among the 
relics of Standish's bouse the wrought- iron 
nails he put it up with.

Here is a gun-barrel with which Kin* 
Phillip was killed; tho original manuscript 
of Mrs. Heman's hymn, "The Breaking 
Waves Dashed High." and a dirk-knife 
«oiug back to 1638. («nieer enough, there 
is a brick and clay from Roger Will- 
lams' house in Salem, given by John 
Morrlssey, the prize-fighter. There Is 
also a candle believed to be of the date of 



bond signed by Peregrine White, born on 
the Mayflower. Here is a oablnet brought 
over In the Mayflower by Peregrine White's 
fattier; a very respectable-looking 



re Is a gold ring worn by the old 
jrnor Wiuslow; a bead-purse nearly a* 
old; a huge pestle and mortar brought over 
in the Mayflower to pound out pills for the 
sea-sick. Here are Infant shoes worn by one 
of the Winslows. There is a beautiful col- 
lections of ancient silver going back*to 
ancient times; a book by John Robinson— 
published lu lino -tin. real founder of 
Plymouth, an autograph letter from Roger 
Williams; a vory ancient foot- wheel, and 
old spinning- wheel, a walnut table owned 
by the Winslows, an 1 John Hancock's sofa. 
There are many other relics of colonial and 
Revolutionary times.
